all products and is of great value. It 
should be in every household where 
canning of any fort is done. 


Meantime, I am giving the informa- 


tion desired. Let me here say that

are

sending out directions for canning' by 
the three-period 
sterilization pro- 


cess, but I am giving the single per 
iod process advocated by the govet.i- 
ment experts. 


Corn for canning should be In that 


stage of ripeness called just between 
the milk and dough stages. It may 
be canned either on the cob or cut. 1 
assume that most housekeepers will 
wish to can it cut, as this product re- 
quires less space for packik«r. Remove 
the husk and the silk. Then, before 
cutting from the ear put Into boiling 
water Vor five minutes, then dip into 
cold water, but do not let it remain 
there. Large quantities must not be 
dipped at a time, as It is essential 
that the remaining steps in the pro- 
cess, after the dipping, shall be taken 
very quickly. If too 
much time Is 


consumed in placing tlie cojn into 
the jars after the dipping It becomes 
water-logged. It is desirable to have 
two persons working together In the 
canning process, one to cut the corn 
from the ear and the other to do the 
packing. 


Cut from the ear as soon as the 


corn is taken from the cold dip. Do 
not cut the kernels too close but 
press out all the milk with the back 
of the knife. Have the jars sterilized 
and hot when the 
corn 
Is put into 


them. Press-down three or four times 
with a spoon bowl. Do not fill the 
lars quite to the top. as corn swells 
a little in the processing and allow- 
ance must be made for this 


Pour over boiling water* to cover 


ind add one level teaspoonful of salt 
on top of each jar. Fasten on the tops 
aartly and then set the jars at on. o 
nto the hot water bath, with the 
water an inch,or two above the tops 
of the covers. The jars being hot and 


having been filled quickly, there lo 
little •danger of the trials cracking. 
Let boll in the covered steamer or 
bolter (or tbree hours, then take out. 
clamp the covers ton tight and tor* 
upside down to cool, away from the 
draft. 


Lima beam are processed la tbe 


same manner, but they may be left In 
the boiling, blanching water for ten 
minutes, and the time of sterilization 
may be shortened, two noun only be- 
ing required Instead 
of the three 


needed for sterilizing corn. 


Here Is a method of drying iweet 


corn advocated 
by the agricultural 


experts of Cornell University; also a 
method of salting corn In the huski. 
which I have never before known of: 


To Dry 
Corn—Corn

ning should be selected for drylnf. 
This will be somewhere between the 
"milk" stage, iff which 
the 
Juice 


spurts out when the kernel is pretjed 
open with the thumb nail, and the 
"dough" stage, in which the contents 
of the kernel may fie pressed out In a 
solid, soggy mass. Five quart* «f 
corn, measured after It has been cut 
from the cob: one-half cupful of eu- 
gar, one-quarter cupful of salt. Strip 
off the husks and the silk, cul the kir- 
nels from the oob, working from the 
small end of the cob toward the bull. 
Mix the corn, the sugar and the Mil: 
place tha mixture In a pan over • 
vessel ot boiling water and stir It 
frequently until all the milk has been 
absorbed. Spread the corn on platfe 
and dry ft In a slow oven, stirring It 
frequently to preient scorching. It 
should be possible \o complete th*1 
process In half a day. However. sine* 
It Is essential that a» miifh moisture 
as possible be removed, a longer per- 
iod may be necessary. 


To salt corn in the husks remove ' 


the outside layer of husks, wash th- 
oars an.l remove the »ilk at the tips. 
'nit do not remove the Inner husks 
Pack the ears In scalded crocks, with 
•ayers of salt, using at least one-fifth 
11 much salt a« corn 
by 
weight 


Weight the corn with a l.irco, jn- 
lerted plate, or a board, on which |s 
placet! a scalded, hcavv stone, that Is 
not limestone or eand.Monc. Place a 
tight-titling cover on the crock and 
store it in a .-ool place. If after thirty- 
six hours the ears are not covered 
with the salt solution, a 10 per cent 
brine should be ad.led.
